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Cuba Says CIA Tried Oswald . Frame-Up 
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Havana 

Cuban officials said yesterday 
that the CIA has waged a campaign 
:o blame Cuba for the assassination 
of President John Kennedy lo 
justify strong action against the 
island. 

The remarks came during a 
public hearing that forms part of 
the World Youth Festival being 
• elebrated here. Witnesses present- 
ed evidence aimed at showing that 
Cuba was not involved in the 
assassination. 

A former Cuban consul in 
Mexico. Eusebio Lopez, said some- 
one impersonating Lee Harvey Os- 
wald applied for a visa to visit the 
island two months before Oswald 
was arrested for killing President 
John Kennedy. 

The man who posed as Oswald 
during several visits to the embassy’ 
had a fatter, older face than the 
man arrested for killing the Presi 
dent, be said 

Cuban officials said ihe impel 
so nation was designed io ane the 
false impression that Oswald had 
Cuban connei tions. The ClA had 
bugged the Cuban consulate in 
Mexico and would have had conclu- 
sive proof of any plot between 
.Oswald and Cuba, they added. 

They charged that the CIA. 
Cuban counter-revolutionaries and 
i hr Mafia were linked to the 
Kennedy assassination. 
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A Cuban double agent who said 
he had worked in Miami and 
infatrated both counter-revolution- 
ary.; groups\and the CIA charged 
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Forme, CIA agent Philip Agee fold the "tribunal" in Havana 
the CIA blew up a ship, killing 100 Cubans 

that these organizations received 
the news of Kennedy's killing 
exultantly. 

A v few daya later a CIA official 
told him thae attacks on Cut* 
would increase because the limits 
on operations had been removed, 
he testified 


Another key witness was Ro- 
lando Cubela. whom the CIA sent 
on a mission to kill Cuban President 
Fidel Castro in 1966. The CIA later 
suggested that Cubela mighL have, 
been a double agent who informed 
the Cubans of another plot to kill 
Castro in 196.3 and that rnhn »nir»ht 


have reacted by making a revenge 
attack on President Kennedy. 

Cubela told the hearing that he 
had served 12 years of a 25-year 
sentence for counter-revolutionary 
activities and added be was not a 
double agent. 

Thin-raced, balding, with close 
K -cropped grev hair Cubela said 
• he '.iA bad lied and lhai be was 
indignant ^hat the Kennedy assassi- 
nation was being used m this way 

The hearae was held before a 
tribunal investigating ’rimes of 
imperialism. ' 

Cuha also produced a wide 
range of evidence other CLA 
plots to kill Castro. incJudine an 
alleged attempt in Chile n 1971. 
much of wnicn had been published 
before. 

New however, were video- 
taped interviews with a number of 
prisoners who were captured dur 
ine 'hese aiit-mpis.

Jose Fernandez Santos, said one 
attempt on Castro's life was to have 
taken pUce in Mexico in 1976. a 
year after the VS. Senate Intelli- 
gence Committee issued a report on

That report prompted Presi- 
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order on February |7 1976 prohibit- 
ing L’h employees from engaging 
ui or • onspiring to engage in 
assassinations. 

Castro’s visit to Mexico was 
scheduled for the “first few weeks 
of 1976” but was canceled for 
undisclosed reasons. 

An American speaker before 
the invitauon-onlv audience Tues- 
day, ex-CIA man Philip Agee, 
claimed the 13. agency was re- 
sponsible for the death of LOO 
Cubans in 1960 in the explosion of a 
^>bip carrying weapons Cuba had 
purchased from Belgium. But he 
gave no details. 

Kgee who quit the CLA ui i960 
ifter 12 vears and has written or co- 
authored two books critical of it. 
told of the agency's alleged activi- 
ties in the early MUto to persuade 
Latin American governments to 
follow the VS. lead and break 
diplomatic relations with Cuba. 

He said the ClA fabricated a 
document purporting to contain 
names of Peruvians on the payroll 
of the Cuban Embassy in Lima, and 
after it appeared in a Lini:i newspa- 
per. the Peruvian government 
broke relations with Havana. 

He .aid the OA produced false 
documents alleging misbehavior in 
Uruguay by 11 Communist diplo- 
mats from Europe and Asia; the 
resulting outcry led to their ouster , 
from Montevideo, and soon after 
Uruguay broke relations wilh^Cuba^
